WHEREAS, large-scale projects such as the waste isolation
pilot project and spaceport development and population growth in
communities like Rio Rancho are placing ever larger demands on
local road systems; and

WHEREAS, the safety of travelers is seriously threatened by
deteriorating and inadequate physical facilities;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE 1T RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE
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STATE OF NEW MEXICO that the New Mexico legislative council be
requested to direct the appropriate interim committee to:
A. study road construction and maintenance
financing;
B. develop a twenty-year replacement plan; and
C. consider alternative long-term funding sources,
including the gas tax, the general fund or donating state roads
to the counties to maintain; and
BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the state highway and
transportation department and the state transportation authority
cooperate with the designated interim committee; and
BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the appropriate committee
designated by the New Mexico legislative council report its
findings and recommendations to the legislature by December 1,
1997; and
BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that copies of this memorial be
transmitted to the New Mexico legislative council, the secretary
of highway and transportation and the state transportation

authority.
